announcement of Viceroy Curzon’s 
resignation puts every other topic in the 
background in the morning papers.

Zord Curzon’s career as a member of the 
British cabinet and viceroy of India has been 
followed clostty tn the United States because 
of his marriage to Miss Mary Leiter, daugh- 
ter of the late L. Z. Leiter of Chicago. She 
betame Mrs. Curzon when her husband was 
only a member of the British house of com- 
mons, his only fame resting upon his 
scholarship and his authorship of standard 
works of travel and diplomatic papers. 
Afterwards the American girl sat with her 
busband almost upon a throne while for 
seven years he ruled the destinies of an em- 
pire of 300,000,000 souls. . 

Lerd Curzon was born in Kedleston par- 
s0nage, Derbyshire. nis father being the 
mev. tard Scarsdale. George Nathaniel 
Curgen, whois the eldest son, is one of the 
numerous old Etonians of whom the college 
ae #0 justly proud. Balliol, Oxford, suc-

As vicéréy of India, Lord Curzon ruled 
500,000,900 people, amid splendor of surround- 
ings unequaled by those which encompass 
any other minister of the British crown, and 
euch a, are only faintly understood by the 
imhabitants of this country. Without ques- 
tion the viceregal court in India is far more 
Prilliant in its ceremonial functions than is 
the court of St. James. This is principally 
due to the necessity of conformity to native 
ideas; oriental splendor being the inveterate 
rule in all viceregal ceremonies. 

Those interested in viceregal life, its pomp 
and state, can gain a thorough insight by ine 
perusal of the Marchioness of Dufferin’‘s 
Work. Our Viceregal Life in India.“ And 
this brings to one’s mind a work which Lady 

most ably carried on, of which the 

Marchioness of Dufferin was the originator, 
mamely, the bringing of medical aid to e 
native women.

Owners of Paper N It Is 


‘ceiving That Price. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—Through Charlies T. 
Yerkes comes a statement that amounts to a 


ship of the street railways of Chicago, but 


of the Union Traction system depends en- 
tirely on what.the bondholders of that system 
may or may not do. 

The statement is that if Chicago is going 
to buy the Union Traction company lines 
it must deal with the bondholders and not 
the shareholders. The opinion is expressed 
that whatever happens to the municipal 
Ownership plans of Mayor Dunne, ulti- 
mately the bondholders will foreclose on 
their mortgages and take the properties into 
thelr own hands. In other words, that the 
stocks of the Union Traction and ite under- 
lying as well may have to be wiped 
out. 

Mr. Yerkes is himself the owner of $6,750,- 
000 of bonds of the consolidated companies, 
which are guaranteed by the Union Traction 
company, and he naturally has a large per- 
sonal interest in the matter. When the cor- 
respondent of Tur TRIBUNE called on him 
for an interview, Mr. Yerkes said he was suf- 
fering from a severe attack of gout, as a 
result, perhaps, of his recent illness, and was 
not feeling in physical shape to enter into a 
thorough discussion of the Chicago situation. 

He referred the correspondent to a close 
business associate and assured him that what- 
ever he might say could be printed as caming 
from Mr. Yerkes himself, as their views of 
5 situation practically were ident- 
ical. 

Believe Bonds Worth 200 Per Cent. 

This gentleman, when seen by the corre- 
spondent, gave the following as his and Mr. 
Yerkes’ ideas concerning the: Chicago situ- 
ation: 

It now is quite evident the whole matter 
will be thrown into the courts. Upon wha 
legal. grounds this will be coné makes but 
little difference. The bondholders are firm 
in their conviction the properties will earn * 
per cent on the par value of the bonds and 
that in reality the bonds are worth 200—a 
price which will be insisted upon. 

„Under the lawe of Illinois the city of Chi- 
cago has every power to condemn the rail- 
ways, eradicate the value of the shares, and 
take charge of the management. There is no 
law in existence, however, which can com- 
pel the holders of the mortgage bonds of these 
roaés to accept less than their real value. 

“Should the city of Chic: 70 endeavor to 
tuke the roads without settling with the 
bondholders the usual receivership proceed- 
ings would follow and the courts have always 
upheld the rights of mortgage boadholders. 


City May Never Own Railways. . 

* Personally I do not believe the city ever 
will own the street railways. The cdds are 
too great against such a result. It is more 
than likely, however, the bondholders event- 
ually will come into full possession of the 
properties tu protect their rights. 

In the event of the bondholders assum- 
jng the management of the properties it may 


‘be stated that Mr. Yerkes will not again 


assume their control. His great interests in 
London demand his presence here, so he can 
give thém personal attention. 

“The report of Mr. Dalrymple is not of 
much importance as affecting thé situation. 
It can relate only to the physical properties. 
The financial side is the one which is para- 
mount, and will remain so until a satisfac- 
tory settlement with the bondholders is had. 
Mayor Dunne no doubt found the Dalrymple 
report hardly fitted into his scheme to se- 
cure the speedy ownership of 2 street rail- 
ways by the city.” 


The par value of the bonds of the compa- 
nies forming the Union Traction system 
amounts to $32,449,000, divided as follows: 
West Chicago street railway company. .$17,899,000 
North Chicago street railway company. 7,800,000 
Consolidated Traction company.... 6, 750,000 

Chicago Bonds for London Scheme. 

It is these last named bonds which are held 
by Mr. Yerkes. He took them in exchange 
for the stork he had in the Consolidated com- 
pany when the Unicn Traction trade was 
made. As it is understood they have been 
used as collateral in inancing his London 
underta king, it is nothing more than natural 
he should feel a lively interest in their future. 

Up ts date the Union Traction company has 
paid the interest on all bonds, and so pre- 
vented any foreclosure proceedings. In case 
of a sale of the properties, however, the bonds 
would, of course, have to be taken care of 
first. That would mean the stocks would 
have to be sacrificed to take care of the 
bonds. 

It has been told privately in traction circles 
for some time that Mr. Yerkes was threaten- 
ing foreclosure proceedings on the first oppor- 
tunity, but the statement quoted above is the 
first public notice of it. 

All Mr. Yerkes has to say applied only to 
the Union. Traction arid its underlying com- 
panies. The Chicago City company has no 
bonds outstanding, and can make what terms 
it pleases with the city without arene 
anybody but its stockholders.
